N ow for some more telephone talk 
'without hav ing the wires crossed-by 


bias 
or 
prejudice. 
At last formal 


charges hav e been made against O. M. 
Dale, secretary -manager of the Co- 
Operativ e 
Telephone 
company 
by 
Howard Barrett, one of the directors. 
The 
alleged telephone 
scandal has 
been talked ov er and re-hashed so of­ 
ten that it is not necessary to go into 
detail at this time. 
The board of di 
rectors, which 
has been time and 
again heralded as ‘‘unfair,” “ graft­ 
ers’r and so forth, by the honorable 
gentleman who now makes specific 
charges— after being forced by the 
persistent demand of this publication 
—readily agreed to hear any and all 
ev idence at an early date concerning 
the matter long under discussion. 
J ust what Mr. Barrett is now doing 
was what the 
people demanded at 
first. 
But instead he went to two 
newspapers here and with long wind­ 
ed articles attempted to force upon the 
people the impression that he and he 
alone was the only honest man in tne 
lot and that the stockholders could 
depend upon him to right all wrongs 
and look after their interests. 
It was 
most laughable. 
And more so when 
W. 
D. Root, another director, whom 
Barrett “ took 
his 
name in v ain,” 
made specific charges against Barrett 
and published it ov er his own signa 
tare, claiming that Barrett had made 
a proposition to him and sev eral other 
directors to take ov er the stock of the 
company and freeze the many stock­ 
holders out. 
If this statement was 
not true, Barrett had the recourse cf 
suing for liabel and slander, but he 
nev er ev eu denied it. 
So much for 
that, for it has already been indelibly 
im printed on the minds of the public. 
It is not the intention of this publi­ 
cation to defend any wrongdoer or up­ 
hold or countenance any breach of 
trnst by an official in charge of affairs 
where the public is v itally interested, 
as they are in the telephone company 
here. 
The automatic is one 
of onr 
prides and joy s : for no city in 
the 
country , large or 
small 
is 
better 
■equipped than we are in this respect. 
We contended all along that if a d i­ 
rector knew of any wrong doing in tl e 
■company , it was his duty by v irtue of 
his being entrusted to look to the in ­ 
terests of the stockholders, to make 
« pacific charges before the board in 
the proper manner and there hav e the 
matter adjusted to the satisfaction of 
all. 
On the other hand it was bad 
ethics to say the least and sav ored of 
politics and 
indiv idual interest for 
Barrett to go out on the Btreet corners 
and in the press assail one of the offi­ 
cials of the company in particular and 
the remainder in general, and was to­ 
tally uncalled for. 
Had he brought 
the matter to the 
attention of the 
board and then had they refused to 
g iv e him fair play it would hav e been 
tim e enongh to take his troubles to 
the stockholders ana let the public in 
on it in the spectacular manner he em ­ 
ploy ed. 
The Barrett story of alleged miscon­ 
duct of affairs caused, as we predicted 
in one of our first articles, the com­ 
pany to get a “ blackey e” in [a finan­ 
cial way . and put it in a bad light, 
greatly damaging its credit. 
No soon­ 
er did the report become current than 
the Chicago company , which installed 
the new apparatus, closed in for a col­ 
lection 
of $27 ,000. 
The board was 
obliged to make a rustle and borrow 
that amount from the local banks. 
If 
the money had not been forthcoming, 
in all probability it would hav e been 
thrown into the hands of ajreceiv er. 
for that would hav e beeu the only 
alternativ e. 
One of the directors say ; 
that was one of the things Barrett had 
in mind, because'being anjafctorney and 
a member of the board, it would hav e 


I meant 
hundreds 
of dollars in his 
; pocket. 
Others ou 
the board claim 
that Barrett long has been wanting to 
be the manager of the company and in 
fact has so declared himself on sev eral 
i occasions. 
In the beginning Barrett directed j 
his thunder against sev eral members 
j of the board, but seeing this did not 
! setw ell on the public stomach, he has 
begun to 
focus his attacks against 
Dale. 
Barrett’s term of office ex pires in 
April and in probability be w ill be 
asked by the board to resign before 
that time. 
It is said that one of the 
directors is now framing a resolution 
which he w ill present at the meeting 
nex t Friday night asking Barrett to 
resign and if he does not, the directors 
may v ote him off the board. 
If the 
statements made against him can be 
sustained by sufficient ev idence, then 
it is right and meet that he be retired. 
Ana the same applies to Dale or any 
other member of the board. 
The fact 
that Barrett injured the credit of the 
company and spoke ill of the other 
directors is in itself enough to ask for 
his dismissal.

The number of v otes cast rep­ 
resents about one-half the v ote of An­ 
derson township, in which the city is 
situated. 
The v oters gathered early at the 
v oting places in each district and the 
v oting was conducted rapidly . 
The 
highest number of v otes cast in the 
hour in which the polls were open, 
was in the Fourth 
district, 
there 
being 426 v otes cast. 
This is a manu­ 
facturing 
district. 
The 
election 
passed quietly , there being no chal 
lenges nor 
repeating. 
There 
were 
two hundred or more v oters assem­ 
bled at eaoh v oting place when the 
pollsjwere opened. 
Anti-Watson lead­ 
ers conceded the v ictory of Watson be­ 
fore the v ote was half ov er. 
They 
stated that when the churches and 
saloons joined hands to defeat them 
it is time to throw up the sponge.

An Au stralian co rpo ratio n recently 
receiv ed a co ncessio n fro m the Ru ssian 
go v ernment to take o u t 30,000,000 feet 
ot tim ber a y ear fro m a fo rest in SI- 
l>eria, 9 00 miles fro m Vlad iv o sto k, to 
be d eliv ered in Melbo u rne, Au stralia, 
appro x imately 8 ,000 miles away and 
nearly thro e times the d istance fro m 
New Yo rk to San Francisco . 
It is likely that no lu mbering o per­ 
atio n o f recent y ears mo re stro ngly il­ 
lu strates the pinch in the tim ber su p­ 
ply in all parts o f the wo rld , say s a 
fo rest serv ice bu lletin. 
In the news o f 
the co ncessio n, to ld in an American 
lu mber jo u rnal, is the su ggestio n o f 
the d ifficu lty that all co u ntries may 
hav e to enco u nter In getting the wo o d 
which they need in the fu tu re. 
Ev ery 
y ear tim ber cru isers are go ing farther 
and farther afield and cu tting trees 
which, in fo rmer times o f abu nd ance, 
they passed becau se o f the inaccessi­ 
bility o f the fo rest. 
In taking o u t the Siberian timber 
the Melbo u rne lu mbermen will hav e to 
ship the entire y ear’s cu t in Ju ly , Au ­ 
gu st, September and Octo ber, fo r d u r­ 
ing the rem aind er o f the y ear there is 
no o pen w ater at the po int o f shipment. 
W hat makes this u nu su al featu re o f 
transpo rting bu lky 
lo gs 8 ,000 miles 
qu ite feasible is that su ch u nm anu fac­ 
tu red sto ck Is ad m itted free, while 
there is a heav y d u ty o n all m anu fac­ 
tu red wo o d bro u ght into Au stralia, the 
d u ty o n lu mber, fo r instance, being 
nearly $5 a tho u sand bo ard feet.

Melbo u rne a new mill is being erected 
to m anu factu re these lo gs into d ressed 
sto ck, su ch as flo o ring, ceiling and o th­ 
er pro d u cts, as well as into lu mber.

was no t at all pertu rbed . 
He co nsid ­ 
ers the actio n that o f an insane man. 
The fo llo wing o fficial statem ent re­ 
gard ing the o ccu rrence was giv en o u t 
at the resid ence o f Presid ent Alco rta: 
“His ex cellency was alighting fro m 
a carriage abo u t 6 o ’clo ck this ev ening 
when an ind iv id u al, who afterw ard 
was id entified 
as an Argentine o f 
mix ed 
blo o d 
named 
So lano 
Regis, 
d ro pped at the presid ent’s feet a bo mb, 
which happily d id no t ex plo d e. 
“Dr. Alco rta, with great co o lness, 
pro mptly kicked the infernal machine 
away fro m him, while his aid e-d e- 
camp, Captain Anabia, seized the crim ­ 
inal and prev ented his escape. 
The 
po lice immed iately jv ro cu red a pail o f 
water, into which they placed the 
bo mb, 
which em itted a 
su lphu ro u s 
o d o r. 
“Presid ent Alco rta 
m eantim e had 
tu rned to ex po stu late with his wo u ld - 
be assassin, bu t o wing to the po ssibil­ 
ity o f the bo mb still ex plo d ing, he was 
gently fo rced by his aid e-d e-camp u po n 
the po rch o f his resid ence. The po lice 
afterw ard arrested three men pro wl­ 
ing in the neighbo rho o d , as su spicio u s 
characters. 
“The bo mb was mad e fro m a co m­ 
mo n paint can and is believ ed to co n­ 
tain abo u t ten kilo s o f ex plo siv es. 
His ex cellency sho wed no sign o f per­ 
tu rbatio n d u ring the incid ent, merely 
attribu ting the act to an u nhinged 
mind .” 
As so o n as news o f the o ccu rrence 
became pu blic all the m inisters, the 
chief o f po lice, high o fficials and many 
perso nal friend s hastened to the pres­ 
id ent’s ho u se and co ngratu lated him 
u po n his escape. 
Regis refu ses to giv e any info rm a­ 
tio n co ncerning his actio n, tho u gh he 
d enies that he was the em issary o f 
any o ne. 
The o u trage is no t believ ed 
to hav e any po litio al significance.

Why It 
Is That Ice at Times Will 
Crack or Burst. 
Ice nev er bu rsts from freezing. 
A* 
soju as the liqu id of which it is com­ 
posed is frozen solid ex pansion ceases. 
The crack ing or bu rsting of ice is 
brou ght abou t in this way : When wa- 
ter is su bjected to ex treme cold ice 
cry stals will grad u ally form on its su r­ 
face u ntil the same are cov ered , with a 
thin coat of what api>ears to he wet 
snow*. 
From this ou ter coating of Ice 
cry stals all su bsequ ent freezing goes 
d ownward , the ice thick ening accord ­ 
ing to the d egree of cold . 
The water 
which is being conv erted into ice now 
begins to ex pand , creating a pressu re 
u pon the u nfrozen water below. 
This 
pressu re is both d ownward and ou t­ 
ward , and in case the water u nd er ob­ 
serv ation is in a v essel the sid es and 
bottom of the receptacle su pply the re­ 
sistance. 
As the freezing process continu es the 
pressu re u pon the confined water and 
air in the interior of the bu lk increases 
u ntil something y ield s. 
If the v essel 
be stronger than the ice stratu m that 
has formed ov er the su rface the lay er 
of ice will be bent u pward at the cen­ 
ter, that being the weak est point, on 
accou nt of the fact that the ou ter 
ed ges of the congealed mass are frozen 
fast to the sid es of the v essel in which 
the ex periment Is being mad e. 
In this 
cond ition the center of the ice contin­ 
u es to rise or bu lge u ntil it bu rsts 
from the resistance of the water below. 
Cou id the v essel be tapped from below 
and the water d rawn off no amou nt of 
freezing wou ld be su fficient to crack 
or bu lge the ice lay er on the su rface.

When Mr. Barniek el got rich the 
first thing 
I n wanted was a crest, 
which he fou nd , thou gh his title to it 
was rather tlUo, and the nex t was his 
portrait to ha*tg in his d rawing room 
and to hand d v wn to his d escend ants 
as the lineaments of the reiu stitu tor of 
the family .
